BF-26 AUTHORIZING ACCEPTANCE OF GRANT FUNDS FROM THE 

HAWAII STATE COMMISSION ON THE STATUS OF WOMEN 
 
DESCRIPTION:  The Committee is in receipt of County Communication No. 02-194, from the Budget Director, 

transmitting the following: 
1. A proposed resolution entitled “AUTHORIZING THE ACCEPTANCE OF GRANT FUNDS 

FROM THE HAWAII STATE COMMISSION ON THE STATUS OF WOMEN FOR 
WOMEN’S HEALTH MONTH ACTIVITIES”.  The purpose of the proposed resolution is to 
authorize acceptance of a $2,000 grant from the Hawaii State Commission on the Status 
of Women. 

2. A proposed bill entitled “A BILL FOR AN ORDINANCE AMENDING APPENDIX A OF
